verſally talk'd of. 


They ſeem, methinks, at once the Shame 
and Glory of the Healing Art; having found 
out what _— the Search of ſo many Learn'd 
Ancients, and put the whole Body of Surgeons 
out of Countenance, who pretend no farther 
than to ſome Sorts of Ruptures, and give Eaſe 
to others; and whoſe Cures too, are often con- 
find to Patients under the Age of Twenty 
Five: Whereas theſe happy Pertormers, regard 
no Difference of Sex, Age, Circumſtance or 
Conſtitution 3 but pronounce themſelves infallt- 
ble in all Points; even in thoſe Kinds, which 
the moſt ſagacious have deſpair'd of, and dif- 
courag'd others from attempting, by declaring 
them 1ncurable. 


I would willingly join in recommending 
theſe Miracles of Men, into as general Practice 
as poſſible, if I could but ſufficiently convince 
my ſelf of their Merit. If in reality they poſ- 
ſeſs ſo invaluable a Secret, let them keep. it to 
themſelves ; and propagating its Effects, receive 
the Rewards ſo due to it, both in Riches and 
Applauſe. Men, who can invent ſuch exten- 
ſive Benefits, and diſcover what the prying 
Eyes of the Learn'd World have been narrow- 
ly looking after ſo many Ages in vain, can ne- 
ver be higher ſituated than they deſerve, in the 
Eſteem of their fellow Creatures. But when I 
conſider the Perſons who are ſuppos'd to deſerve 
all this, and find them upon Examination, not 
only illiterate, but ignorant to a Degree of Pi- 
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85 when I diſcover too, that their pretended 

ures are only ſuch as in all Ages have been 
perform'd by Medicines the moſt known and 
remote from Secrets, I am provok'd to Indigna- 
tion, and reſolv'd to ſearch narrowly into the 
Truth of their Pretenſions, before 1 give my 
Conſent to blame or commend : For as Death 
is the natural Conſequence of miſtaken Adven- 
tures in Phyſick and Surgery, the Preſumption 
of theſe Men is no longer an indifferent Matter, 
and our Detection of their Fraud and Arro- 
gance, becomes a Duty to the Publick. To 
cry down the Repute of Men, who really poſ- 
ſeſs ſome uſeful Secret, is to interpoſe our pri- 
vate Envy to the Obſtruction of the common 
Benefit; but to advance the Fame of Triflers, 
who under Colour of ſuch diſcover'd Arcoua:, 
grow Rich upon the ruin'd Health and wrong'd 
Credulity of Thouſands, is a Proſtitution ct 
our Reaſon and Humanity, and a Vote to li- 
cenſe Villany, to live and grow Luxuriant on 
the Sufferings of confiding Ignorance. 


To tell you plainly my Opinion concerning 
Secrets in general, I look upon them for the 
moſt Part as Cheats, and meer Appearances ; 
but then there are ſome again, fo truly valua- 
ble, that we ſhould rather tire our Patience by 
wading through a thouſand falſe Ones, than 
indanger our Neglect of one that might be real- 
ly beneficial. | 


The ſplendid Quacks of your Country, who 
hve fo plentifully by peopling Church-yards, 
and are ſo grateful to poor Wretches, who pay 

wel

e 
well ſor their Deaths, that they ſometimes don't 
leave em Money enough to ſupply the Char- 
es of their Funeral; theſe Men are known 
xamples, how neceſſary it is become for ſome, 
Who have real Learning in the Art, to unde- 
ceive the truſting World, that join too readily, 
to praiſe Pretenders into Practice, whom they 
afterwards want Influence to pull down, from 


their undeſerved Exaltation. 


But the Word Secret carries with it ſuch an 
Enchantment on the Curioſity of the Publick, 
that where deſigning Men have the Manage- 
ment of it, and harangue it for their own Ad- 
vantage, into the Opinion of the People, they 
are eaſily rais'd into Coaches, for Actions which 
deſerve Carting, and are little better than wil- 
{ul Murders. 


J have Examples in my Memory, which 
will juſtify my uſual Caution, in giving Cre- 
dit to the Boaſts of theſe great Enterprizers. — 
Permit me to remind you of ſome extraordi- 
nary Inſtances. | | 


Drelincourt mentions one Raoux a Caſcon, 
that had talk'd himſelf into ſuch a Reputation 
for the Cure of all Ruptures, and cutting for 
the Stone at Paris, . That all regular Surgeons 
« were deſpis'd, and this Man became the Ob- 
* jeQ of univerſal Adoration; ſome call'd him 
* the Nonpareil of the Age; others the Excel- 
ler ol Antiquity ; Poems and Hiſtories were 
* written in his Praiſe ; Trophies creSed to his 
“ Name; and he was reve!'d like ſome tute- 
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te lary God, and haild as the Deliverer of Hu- 
4 mane Race; till at laſt this Miracle of a 
„ Man, after having butchered ſeveral, under 
* Pretence of cutting them for the Stone, when 
&© they had really no Stone at all; and after 
c cutting others without being able to take out 
£ the Stones, which they actually had, found 
it neceflary to make a private Retreat, with 
«& more than ordinary Precipitation, giving it 
*© out, that he was call'd to Denmark, tho', in 
“ 'Truth, it was to his own Family at N:/mes 
„to live upon the Spoils of thoſe who had 
ce pay'd him for deſtroying them.” The Whole 
Courſe of his Impoſtures is well deſcrib'd by 
Dr. Drelincourt, in his Legende du Caſcon, Fa- 
715 1665, Leyd. 1674.

A certain Phyſician of your Country, nam'd 
Chamberlaine, pretended he had a Secret for lay- 
ing Women in hard Labour (were the Caſe 
never ſo difficult) in leſs than Half a Quar- 
ter of an Hour. He was, as I'm inform'd, 
a very ingenious Man, but full of airy Pro- 
jects, by the Effects of one of which he was 
forc'd to retire, and ſpend the latter Part of his 
Liſe among Strangers. The Story is recorded 
by the famous Man-midwife, Mon. Mauriccau, 
in his twenty ſixth Obſervation, under the fol-

Of a Woman that died with the Child in her 
Womb, which could not be deliver d by an En-

& Auguſt 1670, I was call'd to a little Wo- 
* man, aged Thirty Eight, in Labour of 
ce her firſt Child; and finding it impracticable 
to lay her, I declar'd the fame to her Frier ds. 
«© There happen'd to be then at Paris, an n- 
&« sf Phyſician, of the Family of Chamber- 
= 4 0 who from Father to Son, had practisd 
* Midwiftry at London ;. being calld, he ſcem'd 
« aſtoniſh'd that I could not lay her, and round- 
ly aſſur'd us, he would certainly do it in 
„Half a. Quarter of an Hour, be the Diffcul- 
„ ty what it would. So to work he weit; 
„but inſtead of Half a Quarter, he lakuurd 
“ for above three Hours together, without 9. 
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« ther Intermiſhon, than only to take Breath, 
having exhauſted his party, and his Skill; 
© and ſeeing the Woman ready to expire in 
* bis Hands, he was at laſt oblig'd to yield, 
and to confels it (as I had foretold) impra- 
© cticable. This poor Woman died with the 
“ Child in her Womb, after having ſupported 
* for twenty four Hours the extreme and vio- 
“ lent Pains he had occaſion'd her. I opened 
«© her Body, when dead, after the Ceſarean 
4 Manner, which I had refus'd to do, when 
living; I found her Child, and every 
„Thing elſe, welldifpos'd. Her Womb 
* torn and bor'd in ſeveral Places, with the 
< Inſtrument which this Man-midwife had 
© blindly made uſe of, without the Guidance 
* of his Hand, which being as large again as 
* mine, he could not, in all likelihood ad- 
* vance far enough to preſerve her, Howe- 
46 yer, this Man-midwife was come from Lon- 
e don to Paris, about fix Months before, in 
Hopes of increaſing his Fortune; and had 
c“ aſſerted that he had a particular Hcret for 
“ ſuch kind of Labours, and could lay the 
< hardeſt, and moſt difficult, in leſs than Half 
4 a Quarter of an Hour. He had even pro- 
« posd to the King's Phyſician, that he would 
4 diſcover to him this pretended Secret, upon 
« a Reward of ten thouſand Crowns ; but this 
4 unhappy Labour gave him ſuch a Diſguſt 
© 10 our Country, that he return'd to England 
© a few Days afterwards, being convinc'd that 
« there were Men at Paris better ſkilPd than 
* himlelf. But before he ſet out for London, 
he paid me a Vilit, in order to compliment 
WP; een, 
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me on the Book of Midwifry, I had. pub- 
liſh'd ſome Time before; and aſſurd me, he 
had never found any Operation ſo difficult, 
as that Woman's, which he could not ac- 
compliſh, commending me for not undertak- 
ing it ſo abruptly, as he had done. I re. 
cerv'd his Compliment as it deſerv'd, and 
only anſwer'd him with a Smile, that he was 
much miſtaken, if he thought our Women 
at Paris gave us Children as eaſily as the 
Ladies could at London. He ſet out the next 
Day, carrying with him one of my Books 
which he tranſlated into Eugliſh, and printed 
it in the Year 1672, whereby he acquird 


* ſuch a Fame in the Art of Deliveries at Lon- 


don, that he has got an Eſtate, as I have 
been inform'd by ſome of his Acquaintance. 
—— It he ſhould read this Report, and is but 

as ſincere as I am, he muſt confeſs, That T 


have related it with all the religious Strict- 


neſs that Truth can require, or 1s capable of, 


and he cannot but well remember it.” 


© The extraordinary Difficulty that hapned 


in this Labour, was the Occaſion of my in- 


venting, an Inſtrument, which I call a Tire 
Tete, whoſe Uſe is far more convenient; and 
ſafer than Hooks. If I had then had ſuch 
an Inſtrument, I'm perſwaded that with the 
Help of it 1 ſhould have fav'd her Life.” 


* In the Year 1697, Fryar James, a Fran- 
ciſcan, made a yet greater Noiſe at Paris, 
with Pretenſions to an eafier and better Way 


of Cutting than before invented. And Mon-

& fieur Mery, Anatomiſt to the Royal Acade- 
« my of Sciences, in his Obſervations on this 
“ Fryar's Manner of Cutting, printed at Paris 
« 1700, has diſtinctly, and accurately deſcribed 
© the Inconventencies and Dangers of his Ope- 
© ration. -— As this particularly relates to Sur- 
“ geons, I refer them to that Book, and ſhall 
© here only obſerve what Monſieur M:ry fays 
4 in Page 74. That Fryar Tamer being al- 
«© low'd to cut in both the Hoſpitals, vi. the 
& FHote! Dieu, and Ia Charne, thirteen only 
& were ſav'd out of Sixty, and of theſe Thir- 
© teen, fe (if any) were perfectly cur'd, be- 
4 ing troubPd with an Inconti::ercy of Urine, 
ce through an incurable Fiſtula. W hereas out 
< of Twenty Tv/o cut by the Surgeons of

Monſieur Mery diſſected moſt of their dead 
Bodies, who had been cut by Fryar James, in 
the Preſence of many eminent Phyſicians and 
Surgeons of Paris; and as he was one of the 
moſt accurate Anatomiſts, and beſt practical 
Surgeons .of the Age, he clearly demonſtrated, 
that by this Man's Way of Cutting, an Incon- 
tinency of Urine, and an incurable fiſtulous Ul- 
cer, were the inevitable Effects of the Opera- 
tion; and ſo the Truth coming to be known, 
he was prohibited any further Cutting in thoſe 
two Hoſpitals.

* Reluctance, at his being allow'd to cut in

" a having thereby diſcharg'd my Duty, I 
pray God to inſpire thoſe, who have his Au-

Monſieur Noel, a famous Surgeon at Orleans, 
writing to Monſieur Mery, an Account of what 
Fryar James had done in that City, ſays, That 
he perform'd many Operations on ruptur'd Peo- 
ple ; that he caſtrated where there was no Ne- 
ceſſity, even all the Children that were brought 
to him; though its well known, that by a good 
Truſs, Children are eaſily cur'd, and that Ca- 
ſtration was always condemn'd, except in Ca- 
ſes of abſolute Neceſſity.

Monfieur Dionis, a ſworn Surgeon at Paris, 
well known for his great Skill in that particu- 
lar Way, and by the Works wherewith he has 
oblig'd the World, informs us, That, © Qt = 

tne 
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re the Fryar had cut in the Charity 1 
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ſeven died in one Day. — Monſieur Mare/- 
chal, firſt Surgeon of the Charity Hoſpital, 
cut Monſieur Fagon, and ſav'd his Life. — 
The Fryar James cut the Mareſchal de Lorge, 
and killd him, which ſhews us the great 
Difference between a Quack, and a good 
Surgeon. — But the Fryar loſt his Reputa- 
tion: And thoſe who had boaſted loudeſt 
of his Art, were now diſgrac'd into Si- 
lence. -— In ſhort, this Story of Fryar James, 
may teach us, not to applaud what ſeems 
new, with ſo much Vehemence and Raſh- 
neſs. We ought to receive cautiouſly, thoſe

It is well obſerv'd by the ſame Dionis, © That 
we are not to look upon Ruptures as new 
Diſeaſes, having been perfectly well known 
to the Surgeons of former Ages, notwith- 
ſtanding oi the Reſerve with which ſuch 
People were us'd to conceal them. But ſince 
{rufſes and other Helps were found out, to 
ſirer.gthen relax'd Fibres ; and eſpecially ſince 
Prior Cabrizre came from I anguedoc to Court, 
with a Jecret for the Cure of Ruptures ; 
People have not been ſo ſcrupulous to ſhew 
them, in Hopes of poſſeſſing the Benefit of 
this Remedy.“ 


He was introduc'd in the Year 1680, to the

The Part being firſt ſhav'd, the Plaiſter was 
apply'd with a fit Truſs. The Remedy to be 
taken Faſting ; nor was the Patient to eat, or 
drink, tor four Hours after; nor to ride on 
| Horſeback, or in Coach, to uſe no Violence, 
to do nothing to Exceſs. The Truſs was or- 
der'd to be kept conſtantly on, for three Months, 
irom the firſt Day of applying the Remedy. 
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4 What a Mountain was this Molehill ſwelPd. 
to? By the Sanction which it ſeem'd to borrow 
from the Diſtinction. of a Royal Notice!

I ſhall conclude this Point, with the Senti- 
ments of the Learn'd, Mercurialis de Morbis 
Puerorum, IL. I. c. 7. who was throughly ac- 
quainted with what the Ancients, * and Mo- 

| derns, 
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derns, both could do in Ruptures, Morbus iſte 
in XX mullis mehercle in adultioribus cedit medicamen- 
f WS ; is, nullis medicorum formulis, omnia reſpuit præ- 
e ter manuum operam. Nam, ut habet Hippocrates, 
e Peritoncum hh in durior ibus corporibus non 
d cCaalleſcit, 1. e. Ruptures in ſuch as are advanc'd 
in Years, yield to no Medicines, clude the 
Force of all Forms of Phyſick, and nothing 
can ſubdue them but Manual Operation; for 
as Hippocrates has it, A rent Feritonaum in 


hardn'd Bodies, can't be Join'd. 


If theſe Sentiments of dead Authors, ſo juſt- 
= ly fam'd while Living, for their real Skill 
and Knowledge of Ruptures, &c. want Influ- 
= ence to induce a Beliet of the Truths here ad- 
vanc'd; let the Parts prolaps'd, tak'n from dead 
Bodies, which, while Living, were tortur'd 
= with the Effects of their incurable Nuptures, 
put this Affair out of Doubt. If Seeing be the 
moſt forcible Motive for Believing; any whoſe 
Curioſuy may incline them to ſuch Sights, may 
behold them in the Cabinet of that ingenious, 
accurate and indefatigable Anatomiſt Dr. James 
Douglaſs, whoſe own ſkilliul Hand, having 
diſſected them for the Publick Good, he will 
doubtleſs be willing to ſhew them; and I hope 
EX will ſhortly oblige the World with an artful, 
and diſtinct Anatomical Account of his valua- 
ble Collection. 


What a Melancholy Proſpect then, does the 
Caſe of ſome Kuptin'd People afford a Conſci- 
entious Phyfician, whoſe whole Deſire and 
Study 1s to relieve Pain, comfort the afflicted,

and cure their Diſeaſes, when he ſees his good 
Purpoſes inefſectual, and is forc'd to own it 
out of the Power of his Art. 


That it is ſo, in ſome Caſes, is too certain 
and I'm afraid, will even remain ſo, to the 
End of Time, from the very Nature of Things; 
it being impoſſible to make old People young 
again, or to reſtore that Lite and Spring to 
relax'd and decay'd Fibres. Though I muſt 
confeſs, ſome Caſes may happen, which tho 
ſeemingly incurable, . yet may chance to be 
curd, eſpecially if from a ſound Race, and 
where the Conſtitution has not been broken 
of which Authors have giv'n us Examples. 


Now were any of Our modeſt Undertakers 3% 
conſulted in ſuch like Cafes, nay in worſe (if 
that were poſſible) they wou'd not only ſlight 3 
what Men of ſo great Experience wad Judg- 
ment have ſaid, but ev'n Promiſe, a /afe, cer- 
tain, and ſpeedy Cure, in Caſes the moſt evi- 
dently incurable. It is all one to em, who 
have nothing elſe in View, but the Tempta- 
tion of Half in Hand, according to the old 
Mode of Quacking. 


To propoſe a Remedy for recovering what 
has been pilfer'd of late, by this Exaction o 
Half in Hand, wou'd be a Taſk equally diffi- 
cult with theirs, of curing incurable Ruptures. 
But if any Perſon injur'd that Way, has a 
Mind for his Money again, from S— T——s, 8

| However baſe and unbecoming ſuch little 
X tr—ng Ways may appear to the prudent and 
better Part of Mankind, they anſwer'd ſome 
X Body's Ends. TI ſhall therefore paſs over theſe, 
with innumerable others, as not menting my 
Notice, and leave 'em to be forgotten, as if 
they had never been perpetrated, 


You was pleas'd to acquaint me, That Mr. 
Bowles, now with you, makes a mighty Noiſe 
about his never failing Secret; that he boaſts 
himſelf capable to cure the moſt deſperate of 
all Ruptures, and that he never fail'd in any 
one Caſe whatſoever ; which, We here, call 
in plain Engliſh, working Miracles: To which 
the ſincere Art of Medicine has hitherto (as 
far as I can learn) modeſtly and humbly ac- 
know ledg'd herſelf a Stranger.

Countries, which when reveal'd, and put to 
the Teſt, wou'd not anſwer the End; ſo only 
expos'd their bold preſumptuous Pretenders, to 
ny * and Ridicule they juſtly de- 
erv'd. 


Provided this Secret ſhou'd prove like thoſe, 
your Deſire is to undeceive the: Publick, that 

eople may no longer be impos'd on, but reſ- 
= from the Hands of thoſe, who wou'd hurt 
them in the two tendereſt Points, their Health 
and their Fortune. 


Your cautious Deliberation, before you'll ei- 
their cenſure or approve, ſhews both an upright 
and publick ſpirited Intention.

But as theſe, and the like, are condu- 
cive to illuſtrate Truth, and in ſome Meaſure 
may have a Tendency to wipe off Aſperſions 
unjuſtly thrown upon a Profeſſion (whoſe Ho- 
nour I have always had much at Heart) by 
the unwary and ignorant; I am the leſs ſoli- 
citous whom it may affect, ſeeing it was to 
comply with your juſt Requeſt, that I here un- 
dertake to place the Truth of this Matter in a 
proper Light, and to vindicate the Healing Art.

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Reputation, as being infallible in Point of Suc- 
ceſs. -— Pain was prefing on one Side, and 
ſuch ſanguine Proffers of Aſſiſtance being made 
him on the other, it is not to be wonder'd, 
that Mr. Shaw, to whom Eaſe was fo defira- 
ble, clos'd a Bargain with this officious Aſſi- 
ſtant, who at ſo cheap a Rate would take a 
Voyage for the Sake of a ſingle Patient, and 
ſtake the Hopes of his future Fame and For- 
tune in a Foreign Country, upon that one par- 
ticular Caſe. —In fine, it was agreed be- 
tween 'em, and as Mr. Bowles tells. the Story 
from the Mouth of Mr. Shaw the Son, who

We are now at laſt come from plain Richard 
Bowles the Quaker, to the Learn'd Dr. Boroles, 
5 | to 
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to whom it wou'd be unfair not to allow an 
Appellation, which he as much deſerv'd, and 
paid as good a Price tor, as ſome other Emi- 
nent practiſing PHſicians, whom I cou'd name, 
if it were neceſſary ; and he might certainly 

lead Skill enough, to become the Title of Do- 

or, after having made himſelf Maſter of this 
Grande Kemede. Dr. Bowles then took Care 
to let the World know what Title he expected 
to be receiv'd by, and boaſted highly of his 
Qualifications to ſupport his new Dignity. — 
But it was his Lot to be more induſtrious in 
Endeavours to promote his Practice, than Luc- 


ky in obtaining it. 


Yet ſeriouſly reflecting That he was not like- 
ly to live long there, Ye reſoly'd not to die 
there; like that unprofitable Q— k, who qui- 
etly delivered over his Talent hid in a Napkin 
to another. But firmly determin'd to make the 
moſt of his new Purchaſe, and that his inward 
Light ſhou'd ſhine forth in his Generation, h 
for the ſame weighty Motives, which induc?

Theſe learn'd and profound Gentry, though 
they had ovyerlook'd the Intrinſick Value of the 
Medicines,

Medicines, might have chanc'd to ſpy through 
the Stars, the good Fortune that was likely io 
attend ſome 5 who came Luckily, 
though F ly, into this Rupture- Project, at 
50 /. which Secret, without ever laying down 
the Value of one Farthing, he got, and ma- 
king up the Difference between the Buyer and 
the Seller, with a very few Guineas, he c— ly 
remain'd Maſter of the Prize. 


Thus the unluckly Dr. Bowles, who cou'd 
by no Means make Twenty Pounds of this 
rare and valuable Secret, was forc'd to turn 
Back upon London, and once more try how 
the Fruits of his Skill wou'd thrive in its Na- 
tive Soil of Ireland, whither he then return'd, 
and tarried for ſome Time, expecting better 
Luck from his repeated Labours, but ſtill in 
vain, for the ſame ill- Fate attended him.

Letters were prepar'd and pro- 
duc'd by him in all Companies, extolling him 
for his amazing Cures upon Madam „ my 
Lord , or my Lady , profeſſing how 
happy they ſhou'd think themſelves, cou'd they 
oftner be fayourd with his Company, with a 
E 2 thouſand 
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thouſand other ſuch mean indirect Ways, to 
blaze about his Fame, and raiſe his Reputa- 
tion. . 


However ridiculous theſe Ways were to 
Men of Senſe, yet they made deeper Impreſſi- 
ons than can be well imagin'd, and together 
with a certain Boy (whom by the Bye any old 
Nurſe might have curd) related to ſome, then 
in a diſtinguiſh'd Station at Court, contributed 
much to the Advance of his Fame. 


Some Phyſicians too, not examining into the 
Bottom, were drawn in to believe mighty 
Matters, becauſe a few filly Ruptur'd People, 
whoſe Ruptures had been leſſen'd, by being re- 
duc'd in Part, hop'd and fancy'd they were 
curd, and every where giving out they were 
ſo, (as moſt troubPd that Way are too apt to 
do) magnified the Wonders wrought upon 
them.

them, for ſtrong Phyſick always relaxeth the 
Stomach and Guts, Vide Gal. 3. Simpl. Med. 
fac. c. 14. and theſe are what Sir John Floyer 
means by ſweet ' Aromaticks, the Effects of 
which on the Body (ſays he) are to warm the 
Stomach, diſcuſs and c__ Wind, they ſtrenth- 
en the Fibres" of the tomach, Membra 
and neryous Parts, and by their Volatile Parti- 
cles become Cordials : Theſe are accounted 
Carminatives, becauſe they rarefie the flatuous 
Exhalations from the Chyle, in the Prime Viz, 
and fo diſcuſs them. | | 


When the Ancients gave their Catapotza, 
which we call Pills, or any other dry Phyſick, 
after the Example of their Great Maſter Hippo- 
crates, they gave Apozems, medicated Wines, 
and other Liquids, by Help whereof the dry 
Phyſick might be the more readily diffoly'd, 
and fo, ſooner convey'd to the Inteſtines, and 
this in geperal was call'd Apozema by the Greeks. 
—— Fippocrates ſometimes us'd Apozems of 
the Nature of the Purgative ; but when his 
Patients were delicate, he gave them after it, 
co hordet, Jus pulli, Chicken Broth, and 
the like. | 


Rufus orders ſtrong Purgatives to be mix'd 
with weak, as Scammony with Lenitive Ele- 
ftuary, or * adding with Hippo- 


crates, 
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cratzs, an Aromatick, and with Mefues a little

Fallopius tells us, That the wiſe Ancients ge- 
nerally prepar'd their Patients Bodies, before 
they gave Purgatives, as Hippocrates 
Set. 2. Aph. g. Corpora dum Quiſpiam purgare 
voluerit opportet ſluida facere, he who will purge 
Bodies, muſt firſt make *em permeable, and 
this is moſt efſectually done by a moiſt, liquid, 
and mollifying Diet. 


Galen that faithful Interpreter of Hippocrates, 
upon that Aphoriſm, tells us by Preparation, 
. what he means. If the Humours be groſs 
they are to be attenuated and cut. It viſ- 
cid to be deterg d. If putrid to be concoR- 
ed, elſe the Evacuation wou'd not fucceed, but 

ove violent. The Preparation then con- 

ſts in Opening, that 1s, removing fuch Hu- 
mours as may ſtuff and obſtruct the Glands, 
and ſmall Mouths of their Veſſels, which is of- 
ten done, by detergent and attenuating Things, 
as Whey with a little Manna, and Syrup of 
Pale-Roſes, r. which open by Cleanſing the 
Mouths of the Veſſels, and fo theſe Paſſages, 
through which their Purges were to be carried, 
being open, the Body was faid to be prepar'd. 
See Galen, Lib. 2. __ Com. 9. Aims tr. 1. 
Serm. 3. Cap. 23. and Antylus ſays, When you 
wou'd 


ice, 1n common 
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wou'd purge, you muſt pteaatteniiate the Hu- 
mours, &.

Sometimes they prepar'd their Patients by oj- 
ly Clyſters, and others of ſuch 1 dient as 
vere able to cut and attenuate viſcid, tough Fi- 
tuit, Cc. by the Help of which Clyſters, the 
Viſcera and Precordia beſore compreſs d, were 
reliev'd, and thus their Bodies were ſaid to be 


prepar d for their intended Phyſick. 


It ſometimes falls out, that in certain Con- 
15 ſtitutions, if Clyſters be not premis'd, dry Phy- 


ſick as Pills, Extracts, Powgers, Sc. do only 
raiſe Cholicks, Gripes, &. and often excite yo- 


miting inſtead of purging ; and if the Doſe be 


firong, it rather vomuts than purges. I have 
often ſeen Pil. ex duobus, when in a large Doſe, 
as two Scruples, vomit inſtead of purging, and 
grip'd thoſe who took *em prodigiouſly, when 
a gentle Doſe of Liquid Phyſick, ſuch as a So- 
lution of Manna in Whey, an Infuſion of Sen- 
na, With Syrup of Pale-Roſes, or any other 
Liquid Phyſick, wou'd have purg'd 'em copi- 
ouſly. And this, I think, 1s agreeable to 
the Experience of thoſe, who have been moſt 
diligent in their Obſervations, upon Experi- 
ments on the different Effects of Purgatives. —- 
Dani: Ludovicus, in his Pharmacoteia moderno 
H 2 ſeculs 
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ſeculb applicata, tells us, That Solida tardius 
operantur, becauſe the Action of Purgatives 
chiefly depends upon its acrid, mucilaginous 
Salt or Rotin ; and it's N plain, that a pro- 
portionable Doſe of Diagred in the Cornachini 
owder, when infus'd over Night in a Cup 
of cold Water, will operate much briſker than 
the ſame Quantity of Diagred, when given 
dry, viz. in Powder, Pills, or Extract, which 
before they operate, muſt be reſolv'd into their 
mucilaginous Maſs ; and this is the more Ap- 
rent, that thoſe who have taken Powders, 
ills, or Extracts, don't generally purge well, 
till after repeated Draughts of warm Broths, 


or other warm Liquids, by which they are re- 
ſolv'd. 


But ſuch Things being plain. to all who 
have been acquainted with Practice, I ſhall in- 
fiſt no further, nor had I dwelt ſo long upon 
the Subject of Purgatives here, had I not be- 
liev'd theſe few Cautions relating to their Uſe, 


might afford ſome uſeful Hints to young Pra- 
ctitioners.

may juſtly claim; the freſheſt and moſt ponder- 
ous, whoſe Roſm ſhines when broken, is beſt. 
Its Powder, eſpecially when new-done, is cer- 
tainly the readieſt, as well as the beſt Purge 
(due Regard being had to its Doſe) that our 
Shops afford. It has for that very Reaſon, ob- 
tain'd mightily mongſt the Country People, 
through almoſt all Europe for Ages Who 
without any further Charges or Ceremony, 
than waſhing it down with a Cup of warm 
Ale, or Wine, are provided with a 9925 Purge 
in ſeveral Caſes. — Nature, ſays Boldne, ſeems 
to have furniſh'd it with the beſt Corrector in 
its Production, whence 1t 1s that the Simple 
Powder of the Root is the beſt Way of ta- 
king 1t. |

but then there's nothing more common in all 
our — all our Authors, and all 
our Practitioners uſe theſe and the like, and 
the Quantity is generally leſt to the Niſcretion 
of the Giver, who is ſuppos'd to conſider Cir- 
cumſtances, as Age, Conſtitution, . and not 
give Purgatives, as I have often ſeen em do 
at random, as much as wou'd lie upon a Shil- 
ling, out of a Tin-Box, the fame Doſe to a 
Child of two, three, or four, as to a Perſon of 
twenty, thirty, or Forty. But regular Phyſi- 
cians knowing the Inconveniencies that attend 
ſuch injudicious Adminiſtrations, are, and al- 
ways will be more cautious, as Welſchins on 
Walezus, Meth.

Qui nec ipſi uno Callopodio ommia meli 
untur, than to act as ſuch C do, who 
meaſure all Mens Feet by one Laſt. |

— That 
if the Gut or Caul, or both be fallen out, they 
are to be gently replac'd, and when ſo, they 
are to be retaind with a proper Truſs, and 
the Part conſolidated, ſo as they may not fall 
down again,. — That in order to facilitate 
the Reduction, the Inteſtines ought to be emp- 
tied, either by Purgations or Clyſters. —o 
That whether it be done with Aloes, Jalap, 
Scammony, Rheubarb, Senna, or other.

He advis'd his Friend Theodore Teylingius, 
aged about Fifty, to try a Palliative Cure, not 
daring to hazard the Operation, which, ſays 
he, it it don't entirely remove the Diſeaſe, be- 
ing an Inveterate Rupture, it will at leaſt pre- 
vent its growing worſe, and ſo enable him to 
go about his ordinary Affairs; and firſt, he ad- 
viſes him to beware of Cold, and take great

ſtuous Weather; to beware of all violent Ex- 
erciſes, not to ride a hard trotting Horſe, with 
a full Belly, abſolutely diſcharg'd Riding, but 
upon extreme Neceſſity, and even then, not uns 
leſs the Horſe went eaſy, and to ride ſoſtly, and 
not immediately aſter Meals, and rather travel

A Rupture (ſays he) is a Diſeaſe where- 
in the Gut ſometimes falls down into the 
Groin, fometimes into the Scrotum, which is 
the Cauſe ' of much Diſorder, and many 
Troubles, brings on a miſerable Life, and 
the Danger of Death. —— When the In- 
teſtines in Scroto are diſtended with hardn'd 
Excrements, they . often occafion Inflammati- 
ons and Iliac Paſſions. — This Diſeaſe pro- 
ceeds from a. relaxation or breach of the Pe- 
ritonæum. An Inquinal ſoon becomes a ſcro- 
tal Rupture, {or when neglected, and the Tu- 
maur increaſeth, it forceth its Way into the 
Scrotum.

to revive in Italy, when Phyſick and Philo- 
ſophy were tranſlated, eſpecially Ariſtotle's 

orks, which in the Days of Frederick the IId, 
Emperor, were reſcu'd out of the Hands of the 
Saracens, and publickly taught in the Univer- 
fities about the Year 1214. 


T hadeus taught Phyſick at Bononia, about 
the Year 1270, and from him many eminent 
Phyſicians were given to Europe, as Dinus de 
Garbo, &c.

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theſe Things; for an Inflammation when it is 
fix'd, is treated with hot and digeſting Things, 
therefore though they be hot, they do no harm, 
and the Abundance of Excrements retain'd, 
does more harm than Phyſick does if it purge ;

The Fæces ſtuffing the Inteſtines, very much 
diſtend them, as in Ruptures it often falls out. 
The Indication of Cure in a compleat Rupture, 
is to re-place it, which is beſt done with Emol- 
lient Fomentations, Carminative Clyſters, not 
omiting Purgatives, which when ſeaſonably 
appointed, evacuate the Cauſe if Wind; the 
ſame Remedies that are us'd in windy Cho- 
licks, Emollient Clyſters, with Troches of Al- 
handal to empty em of their Fæces, and re- 
move the Obſtruction. If the Rupture proceed 
from an Inflammation of the Inteſtine, it's 
curd by a Fotus of cold Water. If Wind di- 
ſtend the Inteſtine, its diſcuſs'd by a Fotus of

tures, with a proper Diet, Medicines, and a- 


bove all, with a well-adapted Truſs. 


That neglecting to reduce Ruptures at the 
Beginning, was the Reafon why they became 
ſo troubleſome afterwards. That when the 
prolaps'd Gut, or Caul, are not entirely re- 
mg , and the Bandage, or Truſs, happen to 

apply'd, that Part which 1s without the 
Rings, is by the Force of the Truſs ſqueez'd; 
hence Pain, Cholicks, and other Accidents a- 
riſe, which are ſoon remedied by laying aſide 
the Truſs, and gently purging the Patient: For, 
ſays he, aſter the Patient is well purg'd, the 
Inteſtines are emptied, and the Gut and Caul 
are readily put up, within the Cavity, then 
it is they get immediate Eaſe, and that the 
Truſs effectually anſwers the End. 


That in Ruptures by Relaxation, where the 
Inteſtine is duly repon'd, and the Bandage 
1 M4 well- 
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well adapted, he affirms, That Ruptur d Per- 


ſons, without any other Help Whatever, or 


without Diſtinction of Age, have been cur'd 
by him.

That Excellent Practical Phyſician, tells us, 
as others had done, that the Iliac Paſſion ariſes 
from the inverted and prepoſterous Motion of 
the Inteſtines ; whatever violently obſtructs them, 
cauſes this Inverſion, ſo that nothing can paſs 
downward, and neceſlarily occaſions this con- 
trary Motion in them; as Fzces hardn'd, groſs 
Wind pent up in a great Quantity, as it the 
Inteſtines were tied. The Conſtriction of them 
in a Rupture, and laſtly, an Inflammation, ſtops 
the Paſſage. That with Kiveriug's Mixture of 
Sal. Abſath. one Scruple, Suc. Limon. one 
Spoonful, he hinder'd the contrary Motion, 
and that with Pil. Cochiz one Dram, difſolv'd 
in Aq. Menthz, he freed the Stomach and In- 
teſtines from theſe Humours. If a Cathartick 
in this Caſe be not ſtrong enough, to force its 
way through the Canal of the inteſtines, the 
Patient 1s rather hurt by it, while the Vomit 
and Pain are increas'd, by its ineffectual Mo- 
tion. If the Patient be averſe to a Medicine in 
a Liquid Form, or by his Inclination to 3 
he can't retain it in his Stomach, Pills muſt o 
Neceſſity be us'd, among which Cochiæ ever 
pleas'd me above the reſt, becauſe they are ſure 
to go the ſame Way they begin, both in this 
Cate, and moſt others.

The ANCIENTS, c. 


E are now to Conſider their Man- 
ner of ſecuring the Parts repon'd, 
which they ey pre retend to dq effe- 
$ Qually, by of a Cauſtick, 
; known to themſelves alone, and 
never uſed before by any. Now 

ſeeing their Modeſty in this, as in their other 

Pretenſions, has allowed them to boaſt of cu- 
ring abſolutely, and infallibly by Caufticks, as 

if Cauſticks had never been eſſay'd before. 1 

ſhall in what follows, ſhew that Cauſticks tor 


ſecuring, as well as purging, for „ 
e 


e 
the Reduction, and contributing to the Cure of 
Ruptures, is of an early Date. That it has 
been the Practice of the Greek-and Arabian Phy- 
ſicians, and of all other Practitioners in all A- 
905 and in all Nations, ſince their Time, even 

own to our own: But before I begin upon 
Cauſticks, I beg leave to take this Opportunity 
to ſay ſomething of the Methods uſed by the 
Ancients in ſecuring the Parts repon'd, and pre- 
venting their falling down after they had re- 
placed them. 


Were J not afraid of {ſwelling this to too 
ou a Bulk, I could eaſily prove, That the 

earn'd and Wiſe Ancients, who very accu- 
rately deſcribed the Pathognomicks, and nicely 
diſtinguiſhed? the Species of Tumours, per- 
_ form'd greater Cures on their Ruptur'd Pati- 
ents, by the Knife and the Fire, than any has 
been ſince their Days, but by thoſe who fol- 
lowed their Methods. They have given us 
clear and diſtin Accounts of all the different 
Species of Ruptures, with their true Diſtincti- 
ons, and Cures, as is plain from their Wri— 
tings, and particularly of that Excellent Pra- 
tical Phyſician Paulus Agincia, who, as Dr. 
F. tells us, in ſeveral Points, is fuller arid more 
particular than Celſus, Who has given us the 
moſt perſect Account of Surgery, as it ſtood in 
the Time of the Ancients, and his own. He's 
very full and exact in deſcribing the ſeveral 
Sorts of Riuptures, particularly the Inteſtinal. 
He gives the different Cauſes and Symptoms of 
it, as it proceeds from a Rupture, or the Di- 
ſtention of the Peritonaum, by which * 

art 
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Part of the leon) which lies upon the Produ- 

jon of this Membrane, may eaſily fall down, 
either into the Groin, or SHerotum, and there- 
fore in ſome Caſes it's neceſſary to make an 
Inciſion in order to re- place the Gut. The 
whole Operation is here very accurately and 
circumſtantially explain d, much more fo than 
it is even in Celſas. A Way of Practice, which 
the Ancients we ſee were well acquainted with, 
Roſſet in his Ceſare: Partus Aſſertio Hiſtoriplo- 

ia Paris 1590 p. 185, brings an Allegoricat 

roof of his, from the Chirurgical Cures of 
Ruptures, perform'd by them. Conſiſtamus ergu 
in Ramicibus illis ampliſſimis quoram curatio di 
ficillima quidem eſt, ſed tamen alim tam frequens 
(de qua majores exacte ſcripſerunt ) ut inde appa- 
reat non valde aut ſaltem non mortifere periculo- 
ſam fuiſſe.

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When in a Hernia Inguinalis, that Part of 
the Inteſtine which 1s forc'd without the Rings, |

and hardn'd therein; and when thoſe who en- 


deavour to reduce it, do by their frequent rude 


handling bruiſe the Part already tumified, which 
ſtagnates the Blood and Spirits therein, and in- 
duces an Inflammation, not only in that Part 
of the Inteſtine without the Rings, but even 
in the Rings (of the Muſcles) *emſelves, and 
the Obliguus Externus not yielding as the other, 
becauſe more ſtrongly tendinous, contracts; ſo 
intercepts the Courſe of Blood and Spirits, and 
if not immediately reliev'd, cauſeth a Mortifi- 


If the Operation be perform'd before the Parts 
be affected with a Gangrene, it's generally with 
Succeſs; but when the Colour of the Parts is 
chang'd, When the Patient feels no more Pain, 
It's a ſhrewd Sign there's a Mortification, and 
conſequently the Operation uſeleſs. 


The Learn'd ard Curious Roſſet, gives us 
three Inſtances, where the Operation was per- 
form'd after the Manner of the Ancients, as 
deſcrib'd by Celfas. 


The Firſt was done by Florentius Vallenſis, 
in a Publick Hoſpital, in the Prefence of Will. 
Clarenſac, a famous Phyſician, John Ar/entius, 
an Apothecary, and Ambroſe Nigri, an Experi- 
enc'd Surgeon. 


There 
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His Son trod his Father's Footſteps, and by 


Proſeſſion ſollowed Celſus his above mention'd 
Method of Surgety in Ruptares, and where 
had not been in the Hands of thoſe, who 
had'try'd to reduce the imprifory'd Inteſtine by 
Fomentations, and rough handling, he happt- 
ly ſucceeded. - '- 5 ee ent TO enen 
520 f fined Hao. Ait ory net 
Theſe Artiſts made their Ineiſion lower, and 
conſequently more dangerous than that, where 
we make out Ceſarean Pen and, with the 
utmoſt Care and Caution, cut the Muſcles and 
Peritoneum, from thence down to the very 
Place where the Inteſtine was ſtrangl'd, which 
yy inſtantly reliev d, and reftor'd, as they did 
Life to this poor Man, which was then juſt 
upon the Wing, and ready to depart. They 
afterwards took the common Way of ſtitching 
the Belly up again, and made a perfect Cure.

Maupaſias having plac'd his Patient as he ud 
to do in theſe Cafes, and mark'd the Place, 
1 71 made 
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made an Inciſion the Breadth of four Fingers 
above the Os Pubis, down to the very Bone it 
ſelf, carefully avoiding to hurt the loteftints, 
Gr. Having reach'd the Cavity, he with the 
utmoſt Cate, and a gentle Hand, reduc'd the 
Inteſtines, and Caul, to their Places; but be- 
cauſe the latter was partly corrupted, they cut 
off the Bulk of two Hens Eggs, the reſt being 
ty'd with a Thread, they repon'd with the In-, 
teſtines, which were of a blackiſh Colour, by. 
being extremely ſqueez'd and compreſg'd ; they 
ſtitch'd up the Wound in five different Places. 


Three Days after this, the Wound began to 
ſuppurate, and the Excrements came forth with. 
the Pus, a plain Sign the Gut was (as they be- 
liev'd) gangren'd. | He continu'd voiding Ex- 
crements at his Wound for above ſix Weeks, 
and for four Months after, a yellowiſh Stuff, 
like the Infuſion of Rheubarb; proper Injecti- 
ons were thrown. into this wounded, Inguen,, 
as well as detergent agglutinating Clyſters Were 
into the Anus, ſo that both Parts were heal d. 
He liv'd ſound and free from that Ail 
full nine Years at Blois, without any Truſs, 
and often ſtrain'd in Paying at the Hand-Ball.

This hapn'd at Bleis in May t 559, and was 
rform'd upon the Perſon of one Francis, a 
hoemaker Here, aged Thirty, Which Kuptute 
he got by playing at FootBall” 
LI re 1Wt; 2 | 
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The Third was perform'd upon Henry Mon- 
ceaux, a School-Maſter at Blois, in great Ago- 
ny with an old Rupture, that had fallen ſud- 
denly down; an Inflammation, Fever, Vomit- 
ing of Excrements, and Strength almoſt exhau- 
ſted by intolerable Pain, was in cold Sweats, 
and Jook'd. upon as a dead Man; yet at the 
* Defire of his Wife and Friends, was cut in 
the fame Manner as the other, ſtitch'd up and 
curd. He liv'd a long Time free from that 
and other Alls, was hearty and chearful. 


KRoſſet from theſe two Hiſtories makes uſeful 
Remarks, particularly that in Herniary Secti- 
ons the . Cicatrix' ought to be of a confirm'd 
Hardneſs, to be able to ſecure the Parts from e- 
ver falling down again. F 


In theſe two Cures, ſays he, very much a- 
like, the Cauſes were — 


In the School-Maſter, the Hernia was larger 
than the Shoe-Maker's, ſo muſt the Breach. of 
the Peritoneum have been, becauſe the Bulk 
was much larger. No Putrifaction accompa- 
nied the School-Maſter's, wherefore it fooner ci- 
catriʒ d, though fofter, more pliable, and rea- 
dier to reduce. The Conſtriction in the one, 
was much ſlighter than the other, confequent- 
ly the-Cicatrix not fo firm, becauſe the Wound 
Vas ſooner heal'd up, than in the other, which 
turning Ulcerous, continu'd long running. 
In the Shoe-Maker, the Ulcer Tafted ſo long in 


his Groin, that it left a meſt confirm'd Hard- 
4 neſs,

neſs, as it were Cartilagi and ſo eſſectu- 
ally ſtopt the Meatus, er Faffa e, that it was 
ſcarce poſſible tor any Thing to Jall out there. 


N. B. Ulcers long, putrid (even though leſs 
become harder — 1 Eines of Ra — 
momentany Wounds, and always conſtringe 
the Parts about it more firmly than they, which 
daily Experience teacheth, ky where muſ- 
culous fleſhy Fibres are over the Perioſts, and 
connected with the ſaid Perioſts by a common 
Cicatrix ; there indeed the Adheſion of the 
Parts with the Bones is not much weaker than 
the pertinent Inſertion of the Ligaments at the 
Articulations. Moreover, that Part of the 
Groin, that was cut in the Shoe-Maker, and 
corroborated with a very ſtrong, callous Ef 
char, ſeems near the ſame as thoſe cut by Rup- 
ture Curers, with the Loſs of their Teſticles. 


By theſe judicious Remarks, Rofſet ſhews, 
he had ag true, and juſt Notions of the right 
Method of ſecuring the Parts repon'd, as any 
before, or ſince his Time ever had; for it's 
moſt certainly true, that the greater the Con · 
ſtriction is, the firmer the Part, for which Rea- 
ſon the Learn'd and Wiſe Ancients, effectually 
ſecur'd their Ruptur 4 Patients, with the Actu+ 
al Cautery ; . No inconfiderable, ſays Serjeant 
& Bernard, however terrible a Branch of Sur- 
« pery it may ſeem, though Cofteus, Firms, 
and Sv-rinus have written ſo amply con- 
4 cerning it; yet from one ſingle Aphoriſm, 
* it's demonſtrable, that Hippocrates knew its 
* true Uſe as well as any that have ſince ſuc-

It's true, ſays Severinus, he who uſeth the 
Actual Cautery,, ought to have a ſolid Judg- 
ment, with a certain Foreſight, which is not 
ſo eaſily to be deſcrib'd. | Theſe Gitts of the 
Mind are from Nature, and improv'd and pre- 
{xry'd by long Practice and Uſme.

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This ſame great Man tells us, in Chap. 6. 
That Nature and Art are the two: Sovereign 
Inſtruments, which ſerve to dride away Diſ- 
eaſes,” the great Variety of which: has: produ- 
cd à great Variety of Medicines. They are 
either flight, or midling, or ſtubborn, or ſuch 
as are incurable.— The ſlight ones are to be 
cur'd by the bare Courſe of Diet. —— The 
midling require Medicines, but Surgery is re- 
ferv'd for the laſt, and has been eſteem'd by 
the Learn'd in all Ages, the moſt Effectual In. 
ſtrument of Phyſicx. For when Courſe of 
Diet, and Pharmacy fall ſhort (whether ſug- 
mort by Experience or Reaſon which can 

we) Surgery forthwith appears for Relief, 

by Means of Artful Cutting and Cauterizing, 
With Which, for their Efficacy, nothing is to 
be 'dompar'd.—— It's evident then, that this 
Surgery is abſolutely Effectual, and that it ever 
was reckor'd'ſo' by the Learn'd and Wiſe An- 
cients; as Aret4us,) Ortbafrus, Paul, Aims, Cel. 
fus, Aurelianus, Horatianus, and afterwards by 
the Arabians, of whom Albucaſis is Chief, Iſaac, 
Haly- Xbbas, Rhaſis and others, but above all, 
by: Hippocrates, who in his third Book of Arti- 
culations, ſays, The Phyſician ought to know 
what is moſt Effectual in each Diſeaſe, and 
apply it properly; and in his Aphoriſms, he 
declates what is ond, when he ſays, 
that extream Diſeaſes require extream Reme- 
dies. I have imprinted that Decree of Hippo- 
crates, Abh. G. felt. 8. ſo deep in my Mind, 
that I have it always at my Tongue's End, 
Nr Diſeaſe ought to be deem'd incurable, 
21 — . on 
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on which Fire hath not been yet try'd, ſo great 
is the Confidence I place in that Remedy. 


And ſeeing, ſays he, this Excellent and Pow- 
erful Remed: has been ſo well recommended 
by the greateſt Men of the Profeſſion, and ac- 
knowledg'd as fuch by the ableſi Practitioners, 
1 can't comprehend by what Miſchief the 

have negleded it, and that it's now no more 
in Uſe ; and that I may not fem to be the on- 
ty Plaintiff in this Caſe, I ſhall name a few of 
the fam'd and renown'd Authors who have 
done ſo before me. Nhaſis in Lib. De Care 
teribus, ſays, That the Anctents curd ſeveral 
Diſeaſes by Cauterizing, which we cannot now 
do, whence I conclude, that it's with no ſmall 
Prejudice neglected. I. S$1us in his Com. on 
Hip. de loc. in hom. tex. 31. fays, That for a 
long Time Cauterizing had been out of Uſe, 
without knowing what cou'd feduce Phyſici- 
ans to do ſo.— Mercurialis in his Com. on 
Lib. de Morb. Ne. 6. ſays, That the Ancient 
Phyſicians had recourſe to Cauterizing in all 
Obſtinate Diſeaſes, proceeding from Pituite, 
after having in vain eſſay'd alt other Reme- 
dies; and that it was not to be expected from 
one ſmall Ulcer, but ſeveral, Which ſhews, 
that the Ancient, were much bolder in uſing 
the Knife and Fire, than we are, and fo curd 
more dangerous Diſeaſes. —— Haollerius a Per- 
ſon Learn'd, and every Way accompli ſh'd, 
well acquainted ' with Hippocrates*'s Doctrine, 
and the moſt reſolute for reſtoring the Legiti- 
mate Surgery, tells us, That the moſt infup, 
portable Head-Achs which reſiſt all other Re-

medies, are curable by the free Uſe of the 
Knife and the Fire. That Purgatives, Cup- 
ping, Topical Medicines, G. have been, and 
are us'd 1n vain, and afterwards cur'd by tre- 
pamning, and Cauterizing, as alſo in Epilep- 

es, Mania's, Melancholy, Vertigo's, G. 
Heurnius in Lib. De Meth. Gr. G De Pyrot. 
It's a Wonder, ſays he, that in this Age they 
paſs *by this Remedy, that's ſo Cheap, which 
they think good for nothing, becauſe it is fo. 
It's the Unhappineſs of this Iron Age, that it 
can be ſweetn'd by nothing but Gold. 
Guaſtavinius in Lib. De Med. Ele. C. 16. gives 
the Praiſe to the Ancients, in that they Caute- 
11z'd Hydropicks, Pleuriticks, and Empyema- 
ticks, and Alſo with great Advantage open'd 
the Temporal Arteries in Diſeaſes of the Head, 
and other Parts. Proſper Alpinus in Medi- 
cina AFgypt. lib. 2. cap. 12. complains, they had 
loft the Uſe of the moſt Excellent, and moſt 
Effectual of all Remedies, which does Won- 
ders in Diſeaſes, ſaid to be Incurable, and was 
in great Eſteem mongſt the Ancients, to the 
gon Prejudice of Art, and many difeas'd Per- 
ons. 


Fienus, Lib. De Cauteribus cap. 1. & lib. 5. 
cap. 11. fays much in the Praiſe of this Ex- 
cellent Remedy, clears it up, defends, enlar- 
geth, and cultivates it every Way, as the grea- 
teſt of all Remedies, with a great many more, 
fee cap. 15.. Pyrotech. Chir. which he thus 
concludes with an uncommon Fervour and 
Warmth.

and though it has loſt its Reputation, it was 
more from the ſilly Applications of thoſe, who 
us'd it, not knowing where to place it, and 
how to manage it, than otherwile. 


The Ind:ans, chiefly the Inhabitants of 7a- 
pan and China, form between their Fingers a 
id, about the Bigneſs of half a Nutmeg, 
narrow at Top, and broad at Bottom, that it 
may ſtand faſt upon the Skin; this being plac'd 
where it ought to be, they ſet it on Fire, with 
a Wax-Candle, which quickly burns, and 
imokes, (but never Flames) till it is conſum'd 
to Aſhes, which being blown away, leaves a 
yellow Spot, the Paints inconſiderable, and 
continues not a 9 of a Minute, and then 
the Pain vaniſheth alſo. Apply to the yellow 
Spot a little brujzs'd Garlick, and Diachylum, 
let it continue eight or nine Hours, then take 
it of, and cut the Bliſter if there is one, if not, 
lay the rough Side of a Plantain-Leaf to the 
burn'd Place, to keep the Wound open, for 
the ſmooth Side certainly heals it.

7. mentions ſeveral 
Inciſions on the Scalp, us'd by ſeveral Nations 
againſt Defluxions, Opthalmies, &. which 
render.

Hverinut in the ſame Chap. tells us, That 
aſter the Example of theſe great Perſonages, he 
was the firſt at Naples, who ventur'd to make a 
large Inciſion for an Opthalmia of three Years 
ſtanding, the Man blind all the Time, the Eye- 
Bros prodig iouſly thick and ſwell'd, he laid 
the Sinciput open, the Length of four Fingers, 
1. e. four Inches, nor did the Patient feel the 
leaſt Inconveniency from the Wound, though 
he cut to the Bone. He us'd Fomentations 
upon the poor Eyes, half putrified, and with 
Cerat. Baſil. he curd it, to the Admiration of 
many. All he has ſaid upon Inciſions, and 
indeed upon every other Head, is Excellent;

Gut, and let ſome-body preſs them with both 
Hands, that they may not fall down again in- 
to the Srrotum, then with the three fore-moſt 
Fingers of your Leſt-Hand, take hold of the 
Skin, where the Guts us'd to fall outwards, o- 
ver the Rings, pull it up as much as you can, 
and make an Incifion in Length, of the Breadth 
of two Fingers, directly upon the Place where 
the Proceſs of the Peritoneum is, and where 
the Gut uſeth to fall out forwards. The Inci- 
ſion being made, put your two fore-molt Fin- 

ers into the Wound, and ſeparate. the Proceſs 
— the adjoining fibrous and nervous Bodies. 
That you don't hurt the Spermatick Veſſels 
with your Needle, or Tie, which though it be 
ſomewhat troubleſome, is preſently perſorm'd; 
then thruſt your Needle With a Gold Thread, 
à little ſtronger than ordinary through the Pro- 
ceſs, not too hard, or too ſlack, and then tie it 
on a double Knot: The beſt Way is to pull 
the Proceſs upwards out of the Wound, and 
then you may ſee how to perform it ſooner and bet- 
ter. If the Pervoncum is very much dilacera- 
ted, ſow up thoſe Lips with the reſt, the 
Thread may in Time be cut off, and the 
Wound by Degrees heal'd and cicatriz'd.

He begun his Cure by Exulcerat- 
ing the Skin with their Cauftick, a certain Chy- 
mical Oil, which I conceal, becauſe of its 
dreadful Eſſects, having corroded the Parts in- 
to the very Os Pubs, with ſuch dreadful and 
excruciating Pains, ſcarce to be expreſs'd, as

So much I thought Dr. Doringius, to ſay con- 
cerning the Abuſe of Chymical Medicines, not 
with any Deſign to condemn, or feject em, 
but rather to give a few Examples to young 
Phyſicians and Surgeons, to ſhew how pru- 
dently, and circumſpectly they ought to uſe 
Chymicals, and that the Sick may not truſt too 
E he | much 
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much to chattering Quacks.— Nor can I ſee 
how any can ſecurely uſe Chymical Medi- 
cines, unleſs they know their Preparations. —— 
Therefore when any Quack, 7ew or Monk, 
who knows no more of making Chymicats, 
than he does of the Nature of Diſeaſes, or 
other Circumftances, I wiſh that Kings and 
Princes, the Fathers of their People, wou'd ex 
Officio, ſuppreſs ſuch Quacks, and unſkilful 
Medlers, who play with the Corium Humanum, 
and expoſe Mankind to fuch, and ſo many 
Hazards. They ought not to be permitted in 
a well conſtituted Common-wealth, nor do I 
think Men ought to be allowed to ſuffer them- 
ſelves to be practis d upon by ſuch ; tor it's not 
Bull-hides, but Mer's, that are the Objects of 
the Magiſtrates Care, who are to ſee to their 
Health and Welfare. | 3 


P. 776. 777. Septicks, as Arſenic, Sandarac, 
Aquafortis, Oil of Vitriol, and the like, raſnly 
apply'd, ſometimes induce a Gangrene and 
Sphacelus ; wherefore I wou'd admonith all 
Surgeons, that they don't uſe ſuch Septicks, 
but with the utmoſt Prudence and Modera- 
tion: And Warmly in pag. 790. De Gangrena, 
inveighs againſt them, and with Paracelſus, 
ſays, That Canfticks of Arſenic, Sublimat. &. 
are Artes Carmficum ; and: therefore adviſeth 
when Potential Cauteries are to be us'd, that 
they be ſuch as are made of the ſtrongeſt Li- 
xive of Vine-Aſhes and Quicklime, for theſe 
operate immediately, and with no great Pain; 
for it often does its work in leſs than an Hour; 


whereas Arſenic, and theſe, are always attend- 
= | ed 
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ed with dreadful Symptoms. Agreeable to theſe 
Sentiments, are thoſe of our moſt celebrated 
Authors and Practitioners in all Ages.

and in order to make ſure Work, it will be 
neceſſary a treſh Cauſtick be apply'd, with the 
Cautions above; and the longer you keep the 
Ulcer running, the. firmer your Gcatrix, conſe- 
quently, the Cure complete, without Fear of 
any Relapſe; providing the Patient be young, 
or of a clean, thin, and otherwiſe good Habit 
of Body.

IN order to the Falling of the Eſchar, ſeve: 

ral Things are to be conſider'd, iſt, The 
Heat of the Part is to be preſerv d. adly, The 
Spiritus 1 * nouriſh'd, and the Part to be 
ſtrengthn'd. 3dly, The Cruſt is to be often 
moiſtn'd, if dry. 4thly, The Part to be clean'd 
at every Dreſſing. Hippocrates us'd a large 
| Poultice of Onions, Leeks, Gr. for procuring 
the Fall of an Eſchar. It nothing elſe be 
in View, but removing the Eſchar, warm Ba- 
filicon, with a little boiling Oil of Turpentine, 
with the following Cataplaſm, over all will be 
ſufficient. Take Wheat-Flower four Ounces, 
roaſted Figs, and Honey, a Q. S: M. ſome 
order Baſilicon, with Oil of white Lilies, Oil 
of Eggs, two Ounces, Mucilage of- Quince: 
Seeds one Ounce M. F. | 


Hieurnius, Take Oil of Vitriol, Hypericon; 
Nigell à Pt. Eq. the Part at every Dreſſing is 
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to be done over with a Feather, dipt in this; 


and a large ſoſt Cataplaſm of Elder-Flowers, 
and Dock-Leaves over all. | 


Theodoric and Guido, Traft. 6. DoF. 11. de 
Curatione Rupture p. 248. tho? they were ful- 
ly fatisfy'd, that a Cicatrix made by an Actual 
Cautery, was the moſt ſecure Way of retain- 
ing; yet they comply'd with their Patients, 
who dreaded that Way, and us'd the Potential 
Cautery, commonly call'd a Cauftick, the beſt 
of Which is made of Calx Viva, and Lixiv. Ha- 
fon. now*-a-days known to. every Apprentice- 
Boy, and Nurſes, Sr. Guido temper'd his 
with Otium, and other Defenſives, according 
to the Quantity apply'd, and the Circumſtan- 
ces of the Patient. But he always took Care 
never to apply a Canſtick, until he had ſuffici- 
ently prepar'd his Patient for it, by previous 
Purging, and 2 Diet, in both which he 
was molt exact, and ſo cautiaus was he, be- 
fore he us'd the Cauſticł, that he ſtrictly en- 
join'd 'em to lie a Bed, on their Back, ſo the 
Inteſtine being ſufficiently emptied, and the 
Parts well replac'd, he, aſter Shaving, and 
Marking, apply'd a Plaiſter, with a ſufficient 
Hole for the Cau/tick, and fo prudently defend- 
ed the Parts, that he made himſelf Maſter of 
the Cau/tick; ſo that it did not ſpread beyond 
the Bounds he intended. — This Eſchar, with 
the common Way of Dreſſing, fell off in a- 
bout a Week. It he did not find it thick e- 
nough, he generally renew'd the Cauſticł, ta- 
king great Care 1t did not reach the Sperma- 
ticks, and having procur'd the Fall of this; as 

he 
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he did of the former Eſchar, which requires 
{iill more Care than the firſt, he cleans'd, in- 
carnated, and cur'd it, as other Wounds ; but 
even when heal'd, he wou'd not ſuffer em to 
o Abroad without a Truſs. Mr. Pzter, 
ys he, cur'd Thirty in my Preſence, whom 
he allow'd to walk about, on Purpoſe to forget 
the Pain of the Cauſtick, which I do by no 
Means approve of. He took eight Weeks 
to perform his Cures, which I did in four or 
five. In Curing Monſieur Lewis Briſac of 
Vienne in Daufhine, I usd a curv'd Actual 
Cautery at every Dreſſing, ſo did Mr. Feter 
after me, which ſucceeded ; and indeed, the 
Difficulty is ſometimes ſo great, that we ought 
to help with every mn that will do fo; and 
nothing being able to do it more effeCtually 
than the Actual Cautery, which is ſcarce felt, 
if touch'd with Caution, Pre/ertim, ſays he, 
quia /jchara deſendit quod Cauterium non ſenti- 
tur : Duntaxat quod fiat caute quod patiens non 
videat. If the Pain be very great, anoint 
with Oil of Roſes. It the Scrotum be in- 
flam'd, with Tenſion, and much Pain, uſe 
Poultices of Mallows and Bran, with Althea- 
Roots, Linſeeds, and the like. It a Flux 
of Blood, uſe my red Powder, with Whites 
of Eggs, or Vitriol. —It Conſtipated, give 
Caſſia, Clyſters, or Suppoſitories.— If a Looſe- 
neſs, give Aſtringent Troches, and the like. 


Severinus in his Chirurgia Trimembris p. 126. 
tells us, That the moſt approv'd, and the ſafeſt 
Cauſiick, is that made of the Lixive of Potaſh, 
with Quick Lime, boil'd up to a proper Conſi- 
| Q 3 ſtence,

ſtence, as deſcrib'd in the Euonymi Theſaurus, 
and by Gourmeleus, Bart holomæus Maggius, Pa- 
rey, Heurnius, &c. which is no other but the 
common Cauſtick of the Shops, as may be ſeen 
in all our Diſpenſatories ; and for further Se- 
curity, they order the ſame Cauſtick to be re- 

ated, even to the Os Pubis, but forbid uſing 
it if there be an Adheſion. | 


To adduce here all the Authors, who have 
taught the Way of ſecuring the Parts when re- 
pon'd in Ruptures, wou'd be ridiculous : 1 
hope then, 1t will be enough for me, to have 
ſhewn, That ſecuring by Cauſticks, is no new 
Method, but deriv'd to us from the earlieſt 
Antiquity.— That whether the Cicatrix was 
made by an Actual, or Potential Cautery, the 
Intention was the ſame, viz. ſo to harden and 
conſtringe that Part over the Rings of the Ab- 
dominal Muſcles, as if it were callous, and 
thereby obſtruct, and hinder the Caul, or Inte- 
ſtine, from falling into the Frotum, as the 
Learn'd Fienus has hinted to us, in cap. 6. of 
his Way of Curing Ruptures by Cauſticks, He 
ergo uſtiones ea ratione curant Herniam quatenus 
faciunt talem Conſtricqtionem & Coarttationem in 
Loco, in quem Inteſtina delabuntur, ut deinceps de- 
labi non poſſint per Illum. | 


From all has been here advanc'd, it ſeems 
plain, That thoſe Who in the ſeveral Ages, 
have with Care and Judgment apply'd em- 
ſelves to the Study of Nature, and the Healing 
Art, being ſenſible, that the firſt Founders of 
mat Faculty, had taken the very Methods in 
1 5 | the 
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the Cure of Ruptures, Nature and Reaſon had 
indicated, viz. of Reponing the Parts pro- 
laps'd, by Relaxation, or protruded by Force, 
and retaining the ſame in their proper Places, 
unanimouſly acquieſc'd in theſe their Intenti- 
ons. As they went all one Way to work, ſo 
did they generally meet with the ſame Succeſs, 
in the ſame Cafes. Thus they perform'd all 
cou'd be expected from Men of Skill and In- 
tegrity. And however difterent the ſeveral 
Means made uſe of to attain theſe Ends, might 
at firſt View appear, they all tended to one 
and the fame, biz. a compleat Cure, in cura- 
ble Caſes; but in Caſes incurable, they plain- 
ly declin'd 'em, at leaſt, told their Patients the 
Truth, and endeavouring to convince 'em, 
that a firm and ſolid Cure was impracticable, 
render'd their Patients the eaſier, under what 


cou'd only be Palliative. 


Whatever mighty Matters the abſurd Pa- 
trons of infallible Cures for all Sorts of Rup- 
zures may promiſe and boaſt of, they can ne- 
ver effectuate the ſame, though by Virtue of 
Magick, Miſtery, or the Word Secret, they 


may cheat, or impoſe on Mankind.
